Writing once about the collective deci- 
sion of today’s younger women to go out 
in public wearing next to nothing, the 
great espn.com columnist Bill Simmons 
memorably referred to “every married 
guy over 30 kicking themselves that they 
sowed their oats in the Let’s Wear Baggy 
Sweaters, Eat & Be Scared of AIDS Era.” 

That’s kind of the way I feel about 
the green movement.

Aiming to boost its environmental cre- 
dentials, Chicago’s 20 i 6 Olympic bid team 
will solicit corporate support for yet anoth- 
er aspect of its bid, this time to help create 
urban “green” centers around the planned 
sporting venues. 

The program will demonstrate a “commit- 
ment to climate action,” bid leader Patrick 
Ryan said Wednesday morning. “We know, for 
example, that Tokyo is going to be emphasiz- 
ing the environment very significantly, but we 
don’t think they will have any more commit- 
ment to it than we do.” 

An IOC working group that conducted 
technical evaluations of the four finalists’ 
bids — Chicago, Tokyo, Rio de Janeiro and 
Madrid— earlier this month ranked Tokyo 
first on environmental issues, followed by 
Madrid, Chicago and Rio, in that order. The 
finalists will submit much more detailed bid 
plans with the IOC in February 2009. 

The Chicago 2016 team will work with the 
Climate Group, a London-based non-prof- 
it, to link corporations with non-profits to 
help create “green” zones in the vicinity of 
sports venues. Within these zones, owners of 
commercial and residential property will be 
encouraged “to improve the environmental 
profiles of their properties” by tapping into 
a variety of city programs aimed at helping 
people reduce energy and water consump- 
tion, said Bob Accarino, vice president/envi- 
ronment for Chicago 2016. 

A number of non-profit groups have signed 
on to help with the urban green center initia- 
tive, including ICLEI-Local Governments for 
Sustainability; the Environmental Law & Poli- 
cy Center; the Center for Neighborhood Tech- 
nology; and Friends of the Chicago River.

R. Kelly fan out of jail 

Woman who spent 34 days in the clink says singer shouid have helped

Debra Triplett spent 34 days in jail 
waiting for R. Kelly to come to her res- 
cue. 

He never came. 

And now the 48 -year-old grandmoth- 
er from Aurora blames the R&B super- 
star for her five weeks spent in the clink. 

Moments after being released from 
Cook County Jail on Wednesday, 
Triplett had harsh words for the singer 
and suggested he should have posted her 
$5,000 cash bail after she was locked up 
for shouting “Free R. Kelly!” to his jury 
At the very least, she says, he should 
have acknowledged her loyalty 

“I was real bummed about that,” she 
said. “For sure, he should have stepped 
up.” 

Triplett, who has several drug convic- 
tions and describes herself as a “big, big 
fan,” initially went to the courthouse on 
May 22 for a criminal proceeding involv- 
ing her son. But when she and her oth- 
er children learned Kelly was on the 
fifth floor for his high-profile trial, they 
rushed upstairs to sneak a peek. 

They were waiting outside the court- 
room when deputies ordered the hall- 
way cleared to make way for the jury, 
she said. As the panel prepared to exit

a freight elevator, she said she decided 
to defend her musical idol and shout- 
ed “Free R. Kelly!” When a sergeant 
ordered her to be quiet, she admits she 
repeated her plea again— albeit in a soft- 
er voice. 

Cook County Judge Vincent Gaughan 
ordered her immediately jailed as Kelly 
looked on with a frown. 

“He should have let me know he 
cared,” Triplett said. “Send me a mes- 
sage, a thank you, a goodbye. Show me 
that you care.” 

Triplett pleaded guilty to criminal 
contempt of court Wednesday and was 
released after being credited with time 
served. In her first courtroom appear- 


ance since her incarceration, Triplett 
apologized for her actions. “I am sorry 
for speaking out in the court,” she told 
the judge. 

Gaughan, a no-nonsense judge who 
appreciates acts of contrition, accepted 
the apology, but said her actions could 
have had serious consequences. The 
judge could have kept her in jail for up to 
six months without a formal indictment 
from the grand jury 

“Thank God it didn’t affect the trial, 
but it could have,” Gaughan said. “You 
could have deprived either the state or 
R. Kelly a fair trial.” 

“R. Kelly could have helped her out,” 
Triplett’s husband, Charles, said. “He 
has the money” 

Never a fan of Kelly’s, Charles Triplett 
said he no longer enjoys hearing the sing- 
er’s music played in his home. His wife, 
however, says she remains a devotee, 
though she has downgraded her feelings 
for the self-proclaimed Pied Piper from 
“absolutely love” to “like.” 

Now that his client is a free man, 
attorney Sam Adam Jr. said he’s sure Kel- 
ly would like to acknowledge her loyalty

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FAA managers under investigation 


Managers at a FAA radar facil- 
ity handling flights into and out

The U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation’s inspector general’s 
office confirmed the probe focuses 
on whether supervisors at the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration radar 
facility in Elgin underreported air- 
safety violations by controllers. 

Investigators are looking into 
whether the controller errors 
were instead blamed on pilots or 
simply ignored, officials said. 

The controller errors under 
investigation involved failures to 
precisely maintain the required 
spacing between airplanes taking 
off or landing at O’Hare, Midway 
and smaller area airports. 

“We are still doing field work 
as part of an ongoing audit of the 
FAA’s process for investigating and 
reporting operational errors,” said 
Madeline Chulumovich, spokes- 
woman for the transportation 
department’s inspector general. 

She confirmed an investiga- 
tion at the Elgin radar facility was 
under way and that several oth- 
er FAA facilities across the coun- 
try also would be checked out, but 
she declined to release preliminary 
findings. The probe began in Texas.

American Airlines is plan- 
ning deep cuts at O’Hare 
beginning in November, as it 
pares money-losing routes 
and grounds gas-guzzling 
aircraft.

try while 18 were questioned and arrested

Nearly half of those arrested had pre- 
vious criminal convictions, authorities said. 

“It’s important for us to send a strong 
message to anyone who ignores depor- 
tation orders handed down by federal 
immigration judges,” said Glenn Trive- 
line, a director at Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement overseeing detention 


and removal operations. 

During the same five days, another 
84 illegal immigrants were arrested in 
and around Milwaukee and Kansas City, 
Mo., officials said. 

Those picked up in Illinois hailed from 
Albania, El Salvador, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, India, Jordan, Mexico, Poland and 
Yugoslavia, officials said.

Death penalty for child rape rejected 


□ WASHINGTON A closely divided Supreme 
Court on Wednesday prohibited 
states from executing those who rape chil- 
dren but don’t kill their victims, retaining 
limits on the death penalty that have been 
in place for more than 30 years. 

In a 5-4 decision, the court concluded 
that Louisiana had violated the Eighth 
Amendment in making the rape of a child 
younger than 12 a capital offense. The rul- 
ing blocks other states that have been con-

sidering similar punishment. 

“There is a social consensus against 
the death penalty for child rape,” Justice 
Anthony Kennedy wrote for the majority.

Kennedy’s reasoning largely followed 
an influential 2005 court opinion he 
also authored prohibiting the execution 
of juveniles, as well as a 2002 opinion 
prohibiting the execution of the mentally 
retarded. The court’s underlying notion 
is that “evolving standards of decency” 
can restrict practices that once were 
widespread.

NETHERLANOS Starting July i, the Netherlands will 
banish tobacco smoke from restaurants and all 
other public places. But in a bizarre twist, patrons of 
certain coffee shops where marijuana is sold over the 
counter still can light up their cannabis joints. 

Possessing the weed is actually illegal in the Neth- 
erlands, but smoking it is tolerated. 

Owners say the tobacco ban— a trend that becom- 
ing increasingly widespread in Europe— could be a 
threat to the specially licensed coffee houses, because 
patrons traditionally prefer their cannabis joints 
mixed with tobacco. 

“As this is a ban on tobacco smoke, most coffee 
shops will allow customers to smoke pure weed, but 
not tobacco, and this will be potentially really dif- 
ficult to regulate,” said Lorna Clay, manager of the 
Cannabis College in Amsterdam, a non-profit orga- 
nization that distributes information about cannabis 
usage. 

But she said other coffee house owners have no

intention of stopping customers from smoking mixed 
joints. 

These owners argue that the city’s renowned coffee 
shops are one of the main reasons why so many tour- 
ists visit. 

The new law comes on the heels of another change 
in what’s thought to be a major Dutch tourist draw- 
legalized prostitution. 

The sex trade is regulated and is mostly confined to 
red-light districts. 

Officials began shutting the famous brothels that 
display lingerie-clad women in shopfront windows, 
and today there are 400 window brothels, down from 
478 last year.

“It’d be a dream come true,” the Sime- 
on High product told reporters Wednes- 
day in Newark. What happens after the 
Bulls’ pick is anybody’s guess. 

Talk throughout the league centered 
on the Heat’s second pick. With Heat 
President Pat Riley seemingly intent on 


landing a point guard to pair with Dwy- 
ane Wade, trade speculation is rampant.

Butterfly Assassins traded the orches- 
tra pit for the mosh pit. 

The band’s songs feature Bach-ian cre- 
scendos built by guitar and cello, punc- 
tuated by staccato blasts of piano and 
drums.

“Even as late as 2006, we 
were writing extremely typi- 
cal four-chord pop songs,” 
Yadron said. “We were still 
trying to figure it out.” 

All the members are in col- 
lege, so breaks are the easi- 
est time to play live and write 
songs. This summer could be 
a big one; the band recent- 
ly won a few competitions, 
filmed its first music video 
and scheduled several shows. 

“We’d like to be as big as 
we can be,” Kveton said.

Eyeing the guys 

Makeup companies push men’s style boundaries

Concealer, bronzer, self-tanner, eyelin- 
er— it sounds like a checklist of items in a 
woman’s makeup bag. 

But they could be items in a man’s make- 
up bag. 

The last decade saw the “metrosexu- 
al” phenomenon, with men paying more 
attention to shopping, dressing and 
grooming. Now, established companies 
known for makeup and skin-care prod- 
ucts for women are catering to the other 
gender with products to push men’s style 
boundaries. 

Patty Bunch, a celebrity makeup artist 
who has worked on actors Halle Berry, Bil- 
ly Crystal, Tony Danza and Jennifer Anis- 
ton, says she knows men who dye their 
lashes or wear waterproof mascara to give 
new dimension to their lashes.

It gives true 
men’s fashion and men’s style a bad name,” 
Thoreson says. ‘All of that should accentu- 
ate your mascuHnity not undermine it.” 

He acknowledges a demand for more 
grooming options for men— almost $5 bil- 
lion was spent in 2006 on male grooming 
products, a 42 percent increase from 2001, 
says Euromonitor, a London marketing 
and research firm. 

But Thoreson says there probably are 
very few guys who would wear concealer 
or bronzer and stick with it. 

“If one of my friends showed up to my 
house wearing a Thom Browne suit. I’d say, 
‘Cool, pushing some boundaries,’ ’’Thore- 
son says.

Mp3 sound quality 

gets a boost

The Clari-Fi sound-refinement device 
is like a buffered aspirin for your digital 
music player. It soothes the harsh, strident 
sound of highly compressed mp3 files so 
they don’t give you a headache. 

The product from Intunition of San 
Jose, Calif, targets a large audience of 
iPod owners subsisting on 99 cent iTunes 
downloads. These files, at 128 kilobits per 
second, throw out about 90 percent of a 
song’s data from the original CD. The brit- 
tle highs might prove fatiguing to some 
ears— or even induce a headache after lon- 
ger listening sessions. 

The Clari-Fi, a thimble- size brick with 
an umbilical cord that’s inserted between 
an iPod and earbuds, actually compresses 
the mp3 signal further. It filters the digital 
artifacts in those high frequencies, making 
it much easier on your ears. And that goes 
for you, too, metalheads. 

Though the Clari-Fi works, where’s the 
outcry over the quality of 99 cent down- 
loads? Apple, amazon.com and others offer 
slightly higher-quality enhanced files at 
256 kilobits per second, but all the low-fi 
downloads are extremely forgiving when 
played through earbuds. Play these same 
music files over a modest sound system, 
though, and you’ll quickly hear the differ- 
ence between them and a CD, which has 
more than five times the resolution of

even the enhanced files. 

The Clari-Fi’s effects likely won’t make 
a good first impression, either. The highs 
get a major makeover, toned down so 
much that it’s no wonder music becomes 
less fatiguing. But give it time. (Intuni- 
tion offers a 30 -day, risk-free trial.) Absent 
those nagging highs, the music initially 
loses some immediacy but becomes better 
balanced. 

Most people prefer these smaller files, 
of course, because they can fit so many 
more songs onto their iPod. Even lossless 
files, compressed files that do not discard 
data from the CD original, still consume 
up to four times the disk space of a lowly 
mp3. 

If you’re stuck with a library of low-qual- 
ity downloads and your head’s banging, the 
Clari-Fi might put your mind at ease.

Keep Spot cool 
this summer

Summertime can take a toll on dogs and cats. Here are some simple tips 
and innovative products that can help your critters stay cool. 


» Autopilot. Everyone knows— or at least 
they should know— that parked cars can 
become death traps in a matter of minutes, 
even on a mild summer day. But sometimes 
less obvious places, such as outdoor ken- 
nels, might get too hot to handle. For peace of 
mind, invest in a remote wireless thermom- 
eter that lets you monitor temperatures from 
afar. Radio Shack (radioshack.com) offers 
some models that start at $30. 

» Pass the lotion. Hairless dogs such as 
Chinese cresteds need ample doses of sun- 
screen to avoid crisping. (Use a dog-specific 
brand to avoid toxicity from licking the stuff 
off.) White cats, or those with white on their 
ears or faces, also are at risk of sunburn, as 
well as squamous cell carcinoma, a cancer 
that often appears on the nose and ear tips. 

» Weather or not: Exercising dogs on 
extremely hot days is a definite no-no. (If 
you must, go out in early morning or late 
evening.) But if you own an animal that is 
brachycephalic— a 50-cent word mean- 
ing “flat-faced”— be exceedingly careful: 
Bulldogs, pugs, Persian cats— all are more 
prone to sunstroke than their more normally 
nosed counterparts. Keep them cool at all 
costs. 

» Hair today: Breeds that hail from north- 
ern climes, such as malamutes and huskies, 
also appreciate air conditioning. Do not make 


the mistake of “shaving down” such dogs in 
an attempt to keep them cool. Not only does 
it make them look totally bizarre, but their 
coats actually provide some insulation from 
the heat. Do keep long-coated dogs and cats 
well groomed and free from mats, so air can 
circulate around them more effectively. 

» Paws and reflect. For animals who spend 
time outdoors, reflective fabric can deflect 
sun and heat. Durable, lightweight and rot 
resistant, shiny, futuristic-looking silver 
mesh is available in sizes that fit over exer- 
cise pens, kennels, even the dogs them- 
selves. Check out silvershademesh.com. 

» Water, water everywhere. Make sure the 
wet stuff is readily available. Cats in particu- 
lar appreciate running water. Gizmos such 
as the Drinkwell Pet Foundation (petco.com) 
consistently get thumbs-up from owners. 

» It’s a breeze. Battery-operated crate fans 
that clip onto the front of your dog’s crate 
can help with air circulation. Some models 
allow you to add a freezer-pack insert to up 
the cool-down factor. Go to eliteK9.com/ 
kenneLsupplies/indexl.htm. 

» Be aware. Watch for signs of heat exhaus- 
tion or heat stroke, which include uncontrol- 
lable panting, staggering, salivating, weak- 
ness and confusion. Get to the vet as quickly 
as possible.

What YouTube told Weezer about you

Three days after Weezer posted its 
music video “Pork & Beans” on You- 
Tube last month, 2.2 million people had 
watched it. And 65 percent of them were 
men. 

The heavily male demographic sur- 
prised the band’s marketing team, which 
three months ago wouldn’t have been able 
to find out about the gender, or much else, 
of the people clicking on one of Weezer’s 
videos. A feature called YouTube Insight, 
introduced in March, gives YouTube 
account holders who have uploaded vid- 
eos to the site a range of statistics, charts 
and maps about their audiences. 

The data bring a little science to what 
has been the art of viral marketing and the 
potential for big changes in how bands, 
TV shows, movies and consumer products 
are promoted on the Internet. 

Until recently, “it’s been hard to mea- 
sure the success of online advertising cam- 
paigns,” said Adam Spielberger, executive 
vice president of interactive marketing at 
Special Ops Media, a New York interac- 
tive advertising agency. Now “people are 
trying to dig down into the numbers.”

Insight is part of a trend on the Web. 
Facebook offers account holders a weekly 
report that, like Insight, is free. The infor- 
mation it provides is used by individuals 
and companies that have Facebook pages 
and want to hone their marketing. 

Before Insight, YouTube success was 
measured primarily by the number of a vid- 
eo’s “views.” The Insight data include age, 
gender and geographic location as well as 
the Internet sites that viewers came from 
and where they went after watching a clip. 


Marketers and advertisers use 
the data to decide how to tar- 
get future ads or where bands 
should tour, said Tracy Chan, 

Insight product manager. 

“YouTube is becoming the 
world’s biggest focus group,” 

Chan said. 

The YDuTube data are more 
specific than what bands typ- 
ically can get from TV and 
radio, said Ben Patterson, 
who worked on Weezer’s digi- 
tal marketing strategy 

“What’s distinct about Ydu- 
Tube Insight is the immediacy 
of the information and the dis- 
covery element— how viewers 
found the content,” he said. 

With Insight, Weezer 
learned that people who 
watched “Pork & Beans” after 
its release May 23 were predominantly 
younger than 18 and between 35 and 45. At 
first, most found the video through You- 
Tube or Google, but many linked to it via 
technology news blogs such as Valleywag. 
After three days, 38 percent of viewers had 


discovered “Pork & Beans” not 
on YouTube but on other sites 
where people had posted it. 

Weezer’s experience on 
YouTube will affect marketing 
decisions this summer as the 
band prepares to go on tour. 

Patterson said Weezer want- 
ed to figure out how to target 
the people who watched the 
video and how to reach out to 
those who didn’t. The Insight 
info, he said, raised questions. 
Should Weezer curtail adver- 
tising in traditional spots? 
Would money be better spent 
advertising on technology sites 
such as Gizmodo? 

Ideally, the data provided 
by YouTube Insight will “help 
identify better who true taste- 
makers are,” said Patterson, 
president of DashGo, a Santa Monica, 
Calif, company that provides digital dis- 
tribution and marketing to independent 
artists. 

“What really sparks a viral campaign? 
What is the match to the flame?”

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Pride Parade not just about partying, fioats 


I recently overheard two straight guys 
talking about Sunday's Gay Pride Parade, 
ril call them Chad No, i and Chad No, 2, 
just cause that name seems to be a good fit 
for both, 

Chad No, i said his girlfriend wanted to 
go to the parade, which he didn't seem to 
mind, Chad No, 2 replied, “Why do they 
need a Gay Pride Parade? We don't have a 
Straight Pride Parade,” 

I was tempted to go into along diatribe 
about the importance of the parade— and 
Gay Pride Month, which is this month— 
but then they exited the train, 

I can understand to a certain degree 
why someone outside the gay community, 
like Chad No, 2, might question the need 
for a gay pride event. 

What I don't understand is when I hear 
young gay men complain about Pride, 
Over the weekend, I heard gay guys who 
I'm guessing were in their early 20s, saying 
how Pride is “stupid” and “boring,” 

I figured it was because they may not 
know the history and struggles that many 
gays and lesbians had to go through to 
pave the way for the rest of us. 

It is much easier to be out and proud in 
2008 than it was 10 or 15 years ago. 

And it is much easier to be out in a large 



city like Chicago than in other places. 
Even stiU, gays can encounter hatred and 
homophobia at any turn, which is why 
Pride events help to educate the masses, 

I realized some of you might wonder 
the same thing: Why do we need a Gay 
Pride Parade? 

In general, the Gay Pride Parade (part 
of Gay Pride Month) exists because for 
many, many years, homosexuals were, and 
in many cases stiU are, ostracized, belittled 
and oppressed. The Pride Parade is away 
for the community to be out and proud 
and show the world that we are a force in 
society 

For me, the parade means that and 
more. 

Growing up in Pittsburgh, the gay 
community was, and stiU is in some 
respect, underground. There were no 
parades or public support groups for 
homosexuals. 

When I moved to Chicago in 1997 and 
experienced my first Pride Parade (Chi- 


cago's being the largest in the Midwest), 

I was blown away by the sense of inclu- 
sion, Gay, straight and transgender people 
came out to show their support, I was 
welcomed, and for the first time, I felt like 
I wasn't alone. 

There's no Straight Pride Parade 
because straight men, especiaUy straight 
white men like the Chads, have never 
been oppressed in society They've never 
faced laws forbidding them to marry And 
they don't live in a society that sometimes 
makes them feel ashamed and hated for 
being who they are — so much so that 
some gays consider suicide as an alterna- 
tive to coming out publicly 

It sounds like a pretty heavy subject 
because it is. 

Pride celebrations aren't just for the les- 
bian, gay, bisexual and transgender com- 
munities, Many of my straight friends are 
looking forward to the Pride events, par- 
ties and parade this year. 

In fact, when Tiffany, who's performing 
at Pride Fest on Saturday, sings “I think 
we're alone now,” I can look around at 
the hundreds of friends of the family and 
think “we aren't as alone as we used to
